No testimony sufficiently positive
Lo ensure conviction appenrs to have yet been
submitted, but it in reported that a citizen of
Philadelphin testifled that he paid one thou.

for his son. 'The money was not paid to a
membar of Congress, however, bul to another
party who has bLeen summoned to give an
aocount of his proceedings. A charge against
an ex-member of Congress from the interior
of the State that he had received eight han-
dred and fifty dollars for s cadetahip wos nlso
inveatigated, and several witnesses appearaed
to sustain it, but the ex-momber implicated
slleges that the monsy in guestion was
applied to the payment of party debts, and
did not enure to his personal benefit. These
eases indicate that a plausible defense esn be
set up even where money has actually
been received by Congressmen, for
bribes, when given at all, are given in a
corner, or through the aid of go-betweens,
and not in the presence of a clond of wil-
nesses. The facts already elicited, howover,

will have at least some influence in strength-
ening the suspicion that Congressmen and

Senators do not always confine their per-
quisites to the strict liwmits of their pay and
mileage; and if it is the dosire of the House

to set this suspicion at rest forever, it wonld |
be well for that body to extend its investiga- |

tions to matters of more importance than the
oadetships—Assessors and Collectors of In-
ternal Revenue, for instance—as well as the
means by which men who enter official life
poor suddenly become rich. It was a saying
of Jefferson thal the whole art of government
consisted in the art of being honest, and in
spite of modern progress, many of the publie
men of this country display with each new
yoar an increased ignorance or disregard of
thia fundamental principle, Some yoars ago,
after the charge that varions national offices
had been sold was tolerably well substan.
tinbed, Congress passed an act requiring
that officials of certain grades shonld
append to their receipts for salary an oath
that no portion of the moneys they recsived

from the Gevernment was paid as a premiom |

to the persons thronugh whose influence they
had been appoinied, But this check is not
applicable to all cases, and as corrnption in-
creases stronger safeguards are required.
Terhaps a new iron-clad oath, specially de-
sigmed to protect the Treasury and to avert
the appointment of unworthy men from cor-
rupt motives, might prove useful. If Con-
gressmen and Senators can be induced to

take n solemn oath that they will never re- |

ceive, directly or indireotly, for public ser-
vices, any other compensation than their
mileage and salary; that they will not vote for
or against any bill on account of promises or
gifts of land, bonds, stocks, or groenbacks;
and that they will not favor any aspirant for
offico on account of present or prospective
peocuniary considerations, and if these oaths
are religlously respected, the nation can afford
to double their legal pay, and still save mil-
lions of money by the transaction. The work
of territorial reconstruction is now well-nigh
finished, and if the honest men in Congress
will perfect a plan of moral reconstraotion
that will make the public welfare a para-
mont consideration in all the proceedings in
the Capitol and the Execntive Departmonts in
Washington, they will do more real good
than will be accomplished by the fifteenth
smendment or the triumph of the general
policy of the Republican party.

The Gene-
ral's letter we publish on our third page,
| and it will be seen thal il is very moncom-
mittal, although ostensibly favoring the views
of Porter, General Sherman, howaver, oon.
futes all the arguments of the Admiral, and
furnishes the strongest argument in
| favor of the staff that could be desired, by
stating what the status of the army slaff’ is,
and expressing bimself as satisfied with it,
Now the naval staff officers demand nothing
more nor less than that they shull ba placed
upon an exact and equal fooling with their
brethren of the army, exactly as the position
of the army stafl iy stated by General Sher-
{ man. It i3 certainly time that this
ter waa settled definitely, and a disgracsful
quarrel that is demoralizing the nuvy brought
to an end. This cannot be better done than
by taking General Sherman’s statement of
the status of the stafl officera of the army as
a guide, and by giving positive rank to the
| surgeons, paymasters, and engineers of the
navy accordingly. In this case it appears
| likely thut Porier will be hoist by his own
| petaxd.

reliable report of it in Tae Evinine Tuue-
citava of the same afternoon, which would
have answered all their purposes. The effort
| to secure authority to employ a clerk failed
yesterday, and a resolution discharging the
oommittee was indefinitely postponed by an
unusually large vote, so that it is evident the
House desires the inquiry to proceed, and
{ will iosist that the committee shall
do its own clerking, There is great dangesr
: that the investigation will be smothered
| before anything of importance or interest
to the punblic is elicited, and agninst this
| danger the honest members of the House
| should take every possible precaution. Mr.
| Josephs mounted a high horse yesterday, and
denied point-blank every charge of corrup-
tion thal was made or insinuated; but it has
bacome the ourrent rumor on the street that
there was a corruption fund raised to infla.

Al these offlcers will be regarded
a8 on active service, and will be paid and promotoed
llke thelr comrndes In the reglments, At the same
Hme they are to be ailowed to recelve salaries from
the rallway companics to whose lines they are at-
tached. After two years of this apprenticeship they
may remain in the service of the companies, but in
that case they will cease to draw military pay. In
time of war all these oficers will be placed st the
digposal of the Minister of War, who will ewploy
them as statlon-masters, ete.,
